President Frederick R. Huber 
received notice last week of his 
promotion to the rank of colonel 
in the U. S. Army Reserve.

Mr. Sweeney received a scholar- 
ship for the Sixth East-West Sem- 
inar at the East-West Center of 
the University of Hawaii. He will 
take a course covering the philos- 
ophy, literature, music, geography, 
economics and general culture of 
Asia, and will augment this with 
a course in Japanese history. 


The Hawaiian summer will help 
Mr. Sweeney and his wife prepare 
for a sabbatical year in Asia, he 
said. “We like Hawaii very much 
and it seems to be the intelligent 
thing to do to prepare yourself 
for an extended stay in a whole 
series of cultures,’ Mr. Sweeney 
explained. 


The Sweeneys were in Hawaii 
in 1958 on their honeymoon, and 
stopped there last summer for a 
day or two while they were work- 
ing on the American President 
lines, helping Asian students get 
oriented to the way of life they 
would meet at the different col- 
leges and Universities in the Unit- 
ed States. 


They will leave Honolulu for 
Japan in August. Spending the fall 
in Kyoto, Mr. Sweeney will work 
with Japanese students at the 
Kyoto University’s College of 
Arts and Sciences as an unpaid 
consultant. 


From Japan, they will travel to 
India through Singapore, Malaysia 
and Kuwat. “We have a son in 
the Peace Corps in Nepal,’ Mr.

Seats are no longer available in 
the Armory for the Ralph Bunche 
lecture May 8, but equipment will 
be set up in the library to accom- 
modate overflow crowds, according 
to Dean John Schaub. 


The lecture of the Under-sec- 
retary of the United Nations, win- 
ner of a Nobel Peace Prize for his 
work in Palestine which resulted 
in the four armistice agreements 
between Israel and the Arab states, 
was rescheduled from April 24, 
when Dr. Bunche was sent to Cy- 
prus. 


Dr. Bunche was a member of the 
United States delegation to the 
Dumbarton Oaks Conference in 
1944 and the UN Conference on 
International Organization at San 
Francisco the following year and 
attended the First General Assem- 
bly of the UN in London in 1946. 
He was assigned to the UN inter- 
national staff in May of that year 
by the U.S. State Department. 

Self-supporting since the age of 
15, Dr. Bunche took his A.B. de- 
gree at the University of Califor- 
nia at Los Angeles and his M.A. 
and Ph.D. degrees in government

‘The Spy’ Is Grubby,

(The Spy Who Came In From 
The Cold, by John LeCarre, avail- 
able in the MPC Library.) 

To write a good spy story, a 
writer must have a vivid imagina- 
tion and a well disciplined pen. 
John le Carre, a pseudonym fora 
minor British diplomat in Ham- 
burg, displays neither in his newest 
espionage work, The Spy Who 
Came In From The Cold. 

John le Carre, really David 
Cornwall, believes that his book 
takes the reader for a “massive” 
ride. “I want to shock and be- 
fuddle Garre told ga Lite 
Magazine interviewer. The point 
in shocking and befuddling, con- 
tinued Carre, is to draw moral 
conclusions about the Cold War. 

The Spy Who Came In From 
The Cold does take you for a ride, 
but it is a journey from tedium to 
ennui, with uninteresting 
stops in between. Carre doesn’t 
shock, but he sure befuddles with 
his tale of a has-been British secret 
service agent who is sent on a last 
mission to trap an East German 
intelligence chief. Along the way, 
the agent, Alex Leamas, falls for 
a homely librarian and is held cap- 
tive in East Germany.

Besides the often confusing, drab 
plot, Carre throws in enough philo- 
sophical dissertation to make his 
story bog down completely. In 
what is supposed to be a _ back- 
ground of “stark realism,” Carre 
attempts to spell out the horror of 
the Cold War—people manipulated 
like pawns in a political chess game 
in which the players have lost sight 
of humanity. 

Although this could be a force- 
ful theme for an espionage story, 
Carre hasn’t written it. His grubby 
realism and dominating theme 
leave character and plot overdone. 
It is like watching a movie about 
a slum neighborhood. 

In defense of The Spy, Carre 
says that he is tired of the glamor 
spy story and wants to create an 
accurate and realistic view of in- 
ternational espionage and its moral 
consequences. He accuses lan 
Fleming, the leading author in this 
area, of creating a “male Bridgot 
Bardot,” and castigates these ro- 
matic-exotic tales about such a 
down-to-earth business as intrigue. 
If James Bond is indeed a male 
Bardot, then Carre’s Leamas is a 
Gleason-like Poor Soul — drab, 
simple and somewhat humorous in 
his bumbling antics.
